Water Galien 
Tunnel Booked 
For Inspection 


Inspection of the 
completed 
tunnel of 
the 
new 
Circleville 
water department gallery west 
of Scioto River w as being made 
Saturday. 
Ervin Leist, water depart­ 
ment man ager, said the in­ 
spection was being made by a 
representative of a Columbus 
engineering firm retained 
by 
the city. 
He explained that the inspec­ 
tion was necessary to determine 
whether the tunnel had 
b e e n 
properly cleaned. 
“ If the report is favorable,” he 
continued, “ it means that some 
of the pumps being used to keep 
the water level down in the gal­ 
lery can be shut off. The result 
probably will be an increase in 
w ater

SHUTTING OFF the pumps 
will permit more water to

pumped into the standpipe. Ca­ 
pacity of the standpipe is 425,000 
gallons, but Leist explained that 
it is not kept full.

In fact, more religious history 
Is associated with the really small 
churches of this broad, fertile land 
of ours, than you’ll find in the tail 
cathedrals and majestic structures 
lining the avenues of our big cities. 
You find these tiny white frame 
churches In all sections of Amer­ 
ica. 
Or perhaps it’s a little red 
brick church, or a small structure 
made of native stone, buried on 
some side street of a little western 
cow-towrn—in a bleak desert arca 
even, where Indian trails cross Or 
perhaps a small church and adjoin­ 
ing parsonage at a rural cross­ 
roads in the mighty corn belt of 
our Midwest 
Wherever it Is, there you will 
also find a plat fenced off, where 
aged white headstones gleam In 
the morning sun, and where, lf you 
Investigate further, some of the 
famous names of America have 
found their last resting place.

TOURISTS might gape In won­ 
der at the mighty citadels of the 
city, but it is doubtful if any of 
these architectural wonders have a 
spot so dear in the hearts of Amer­ 
icans, young and old, as some of 
the tiny places of worship that dot 
our countryside.

SOME of the most unique small 
churches in America can be found 
in our west and southwest, where 
many a crude adobe structure is 
dedicated to religious service cm 
Indian reservations and lonely lit­ 
tle towns in mountainous areas 
and desert reaches. 
The Little 
Church of the West, In Nevada, is 
one of the most beautiful small 
churches in the entire nation, al­ 
though it is so tiny that it holds 
only a handful of people, 
In mentioning the tiny churches 
of our land, there is one which 
should not be passed by without 


mention. 
It stands on the top of 
Mount Cassino, some few miles 
south of Covington, Ky., on the 
Highland Pike, and is believed the 
smallest church in the world, since 
it accommodates a congregation 
of not 30, but three, people!

THIS TINY edifice of brick was 
built in 1890 by Brothers of the 
Benedictine Monks, who used it as 
a shrine during the years they 
were engaged there in making sac­ 
ramental wines. 
Whether you travel east, west, 
north or south, the small churches 
of our country stand out as living 
citadels of a gracious, God-fearing 
people. 
The Ozark regions of Missouri 
and Arkansas have their share of 
picturesque 
little edifices;

Spanish missions of the southwest 
tel! in simple art the tales of hard 
work and great hardships; whils 
our eastern churches are synony­ 
mous of the early civilization and 
influence of a ir country. 
Truly America can be proud of 
her little churches. They are dot­ 
ted throughout the countryside tn 
such number that their future is 
assured.

The unique function of the 
Church, therefore, has been and 
is: to make known to mankind 
the reality and the nature of 
God, especially as revealed in 
the life, teaching, and work of 
Jesus Christ; for he is the most 
specific, the perfect, and hence 
the best illustration of God. The 
complete realization of this basic 
fact is to come into possession 
of the energizing power neces­ 
sary for transforming the social 
order from a segmented society

Stated more briefly, the unique 
task of the Church is to k e e p 
humanity 
God-conscious; 
for 
when man loses sight of the 
reality and ideals of God f o r 
mankind, he “ loses his way,” 
Ood-consciousness 
is the only 
wi.y of giving society the accur­ 
ate perspective rn which to view 
itself, and hence of giving it the 
right sense of direction. 
This fact should be self-evi­ 
dent from the life of Jesus him­ 
self. As a psychological princi­ 
ple it is likewise sound. As has 
been stated earner, W, E. Hock­ 
ing of H arvard has pointed this 
out in his “theory of alterna­ 
tion,” which is somewhat as fol­ 
lows: Nature and life demon­ 
strate their fundamental compo­ 
sition is that 
of 
b a l a n c e d 
rhythm, or alternation. There is 
day; there is night. There is the 
time when one is awake; there 
is the 
time 
when one 
must 
sleep. 
The heart of this idea is that 
these opposites are th* counter­ 
part, or complement, of e a c h 
other. One must have good sleep 
if one would have happy and ef­ 
ficient 
activity 
during 
ones 
hours awake. Hocking says: The 
meaning of this, in brief, is that 
worship of God is necessary for 
most effectively carrying ob the 
work of God. 
Neither militant hum anitarian­ 
ism nor unselfish social service 
without the u n d e r g i r d i n g 
strength of religious motivation 
can succeed rn transform ing the 
social order. Such movements 
have failed so regularly because 
they have either refused or ne- 
: fleeted to tak * into account this 
J psychological need, w*hich it is 
religion’s unique function to ful­ 
fill; namely, that the wells of 
reformation (work) run dry un­ 
less they are constantly replen­ 
ished by the mysterious springs 
(warship) deep below' the sur­ 
face of the a tion Itself. 
Worship of God, th e n -its best 
method being through his unique 
exam plar, Jesus Christ—is the 
absolutely 
necessary 
counter­ 
part of m an’s best socially ef­ 
fective work. In the most suc­ 
cinct sum m ation of religion ever 
made, the significant statem ent 
which precedes “ and thy neigh­ 
bor as thyself” Is; "Thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God with all 
thy heart, and with all thy soul, 
and with all thy strength, 
and 
with all thv mind.”

WILL LSE ITS POWER 
THERE is no doubt that Russia is 
a t- 


vate warning to heads of Western Euro­ 
pean nations to remain neutral, granting 
neither bases nor other assistance to the 
United States. 
If such warnings were disregarded, Rus­ 
sia could order troop movements w h i c h 
seemed to be preliminary to war. 
T h e 
warnings might be accompanied by assur­ 
ances, such as a promise to France to lay 
off Indo-China. 
U. S. observers in Europe say it is un­ 
likely that European statesmen w o u l d 
place any reliance on Russian promises. 
But whether they might yield to Moscow’s 
threats is a question that worries Washing­ 
ton. There are millions in Europe today 
who do not want to go through war—a war 
which, on the basis of today’s strength, 
would involve subjugation of Europe by 
Russia and possible later liberation in a 
long, costly struggle. 
Russia will use its power to influence the 
timorous while that power is available. 
Upon whether Russia will hold off ordering 
its armies into aggressive marches until 
the West has developed equal or superior 
power hinges war or peace.

“ To fight effectively, we must 
know our enemy." 
That was the obscr \ a l i e n 
made herr this week by a serv­ 
iceman who spoke before 
Cir­ 
cleville Rotary Club. 
Ile was T-Sgt. Dennis Roe, 
assigned to the Lancaster re­ 
cruiting office by the 
t \ S. 
Marine Corps, A Leatherneck 
with 15 years experience. Roe 
recently completed five years 
of duty in the Orient. 
It was on the basis of this ex­ 
perience that the Marine serg­ 
eant gave his view on Orientals 
he met in Korea, China 
Japan 
and Java. 
He declared: 
“ Orientals have an older civi­ 
lization than 
ours. 
They 
are 
proud of it. They look down on 
western races. They resent our 
presence in their countries and 
will strike back when the oppor­ 
tunity comes.” 


ROE CITED AS one possible 
exception Southern Koreans who 
appear somewhat grateful. Kor­ 
ea had 
been 
under 
Japanese 
domination for 40 vears. South 
Korea is made up of peaceful in­ 
dustrious 
farmers. 
War 
lords 
and bandit outfits of Northern 
Korea have made life hazardous 
to them for years. 
Roe stated that 
undoubtedly 
foreigners had exploited the Or­ 
ient. He touched briefly on the 
luxurious life in the internation­ 
al compound. 
“ Don’t 
get 
the 
idea.” said 
Roe, “ that Orientals are dumb 
or stupid. Their industry is not 
advanced like ours. But Orien­ 
tals learn how to operate 
our 
machinery in a very short time 
and operate it competently. That 
is one thing they admire about 
us—our machinery. But do not 
think they admire us as a peo­ 
ple.” 
Roe stressed the magnitude 
of their 
manpower. He said
